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New Asda 
is coming 
to town 


A NEW supermarket is set to 
open in Soham, it was 
announced this week. 

Asda will be opening its doors 
on the site currently occupied by 
Budgens on Clay Street. 

While no date has been con¬ 
firmed for the store yet, it was 
announced a 7,000 square foot 
store will be opening in the “very 
near future”. 

Employees in James Graven’s 
Budgens will keep their jobs in 
the new store, with more jobs 
being created for local people. 

Jonathan James of the James 
Graven group said: “I am very 
grateful to our customers for the 
support we have been given since 
we opened in 2003. 

“The need for a major super¬ 
market operator in Soham has 
been talked about for some time 
locally so the decision to let Asda 
operate our town centre store 
will be the start of a new era. 
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“Most importantly though, 
there will be no loss of jobs with 
all of our store team transferring 
to Asda.” 

There have been debates in the 
past over whether an out-of-town 
supermarket should be accepted. 

Last year Mr James revealed 
that if plans to build a 41,000 
square foot supermarket on the 
outskirts of the town were reject¬ 
ed, two supermarkets were plan¬ 
ning to battle it out to take over 
his Budgens store. 

While plans were approved for 
the larger supermarket, there has 
been no word yet as to who will 
be taking on the offer, with two of 
the four supermarkets forced to 
withdraw their plans. 

At the time, residents who 
attended the meeting said they 
had to go out of town to do their 


shopping. 

However, now that Asda are set 
to take over the store, the busi¬ 
ness hopes it will be able to con¬ 
tinue the “crucial role” it has in 
the community. 

Philip Bartram, the senior 
property communications man¬ 
ager at Asda, said: “We are 
delighted to be on the verge of 
coming to Soham, with the 
potential to bring the renowned 
Asda offer to the town’s shoppers 
while securing and creating local 
jobs. 

“lames Graven’s Budgens has 
served the community well for 
many years but this deal suits 
both parties at this time and it is 
our intention to further build on 
the crucial role the store on Clay 
Street plays in the local commu¬ 
nity.”

She then attempted to call 1471 
and was again met by a voice 
saying she had been contacted 
by Hammersmith Police. 

She added: “I hung up the 
phone again but it just did not 
seem right. It was obvious my 
line was open and it took about 
40 minutes for it to clear. 

“I went straight to the police 
and to my bank. Because I had 
some idea of what was going on, 
they did not have my details and 
£600 had not been taken from 
my account. 

“If this happened to other peo¬ 
ple they could be very scared. 
It’s very upsetting. 

“I did not want to be here and I 
was desperate to get to the 
bank.” 

A Cambridgeshire Police 
spokeswoman said: “We were 
made aware of a number of 
scam calls and are looking at the 
linked incidents.

“The hardest part was prob¬ 
ably running up the hill at 
Little Downham, but once I 
got to the top and I knew I was 
nearing the end it was ok.” 

Tom completed the run in 
five hours and 11 minutes and 
used it to raise money for 
charities Scope and Mind 
after personal experiences 
saw him touched by the work 
the charities do. 

He said: “I picked Scope 
because during my time as a 


teacher I spent a bit of time in 
a school with people who had 
cerebral palsy. 

“That had quite an effect on 
me. I just realised what a 
worthwhile cause it is and it 
meant something to me. 

“I chose Mind because my 
uncle was in a home for peo¬ 
ple with mental health issues 
for a long time. He died a cou¬ 
ple of years ago and I was 
thinking about him when I 
chose it. 

“I have a few friends and 
family who are touched by 
mental health issues and I 
think there should be more 
awareness of them.”

Cromwell story told in dramatic monologue 


HE’S a famous face around Ely. 
But how many of us know what 
happened to his body? 

Thanks to a new guided tour 
launching at the end of the month, 
visitors to Oliver Cromwell House 
are set to find out.

Guests will hear the gruesome 
tale of how Cromwell’s body was

with his head put on a pole 
outside Westminster Hall for the 
next 25 years. 

The talk will go on to describe 
the mystery of where Cromwell’s 
remains were hidden before they 
were presented at freak shows 
and became the source of a 
curse. 

But, with a somewhat happy 
ending, visitors will also hear of 
how he finally came to rest at 
Sidney Sussex College in 
Cambridge.

tell his fascinating monologue of 
what happened to Oliver 
Cromwell’s corpse after it was 
exhumed during the reign of 
Charles II. 

“What adds to the colour of the 
talk is knowing it is all based as 
far as possible on historical fact - 
it reminds us all that we have 
much to learn from the behaviour 
of our ancestors.”

VILLAGERS have launched a 
campaign to fight plans to 
build a wind farm on the out¬ 
skirts of Haddenham. 

Four wind turbines, each 
measuring 130m high, are 
proposed for Berry Fen - land 
which borders Aldreth and 
sits within a few miles of 
Haddenham and Sutton. 

More than 100 people have 
spoken up over the applica¬ 
tion, which was submitted 
last November, many of 
whom are against the scheme, 
and a group of residents have 
now launched the Stop Berry 
Fen Wind Farm campaign. 

Protestors say the height of 
each turbine will be “twice 
that of Ely Cathedral” and 
that they will “destroy the 
peace and tranquility” of the 
area. 

The firm behind the propos¬ 
als is REG Windpower, which 
already runs wind farms in 
Turves and Whittlesey, in 
Fenland, and Ramsey, in

Huntingdon. 

The company says the new 
turbines could provide 
enough renewable energy to 
power approximately 4,500 
homes. 

Bosses are also proposing to 
set up a community fund 
worth £36,000 a 
year to support 
local charities and 
community pro¬ 
jects. 

But Steve 
Cheetham, a 
member of the 
campaign group, 
said: “Although we 
clearly understand 
the requirement for renewa¬ 
bles, it is unnecessary and 
unacceptable to place wind 
turbines in Berry Fen. 

“The landscape is highly 
valued by the community 
and visitors for its unspoilt 
quality and rural character. 


“The detrimental effect on 
the visual amenity will far 
outweigh the modest amount 
of electricity generated. 

“A large number of proper¬ 
ties have amazing, unspoilt 
views across the fens which 
through the seasons reveal 
beautiful sunsets which will 
be overshadowed and 
destroyed by giant 
turbines and in my 
opinion be almost 
like the ‘war of 
the worlds’. 

“They will also 
wreak havoc on 
the amazing 
wildlife in the 
area.” 

Another public meet¬ 
ing is being held at 
Haddenham’s Arkenstall 
Centre at 4pm on February 2 
to enable people to have their 
say.

RECENT revelations and reports

Catherine has also received a 
great many supportive messages 
from parents, some of whom did 
indeed express outrage, at this 
anonymous attempt to damage 
the reputation of their child’s 
school. The visit to High Tech 
High was not a waste of money. 

As anyone in any job knows, when 
you need to learn how to do 
something new, there is nothing 
like seeing it done by experts first 
hand. 

As far as I’m concerned, the 
community should expect their 
schools to learn from the best in 
the world. Ely may be a small city, 
but we don’t have to think small. 
Teaching is not uncomplicated 
work, and the introduction of a 
new approach can take a long time 
to get right.

And secondly, because 
the skills and characteristics 
students develop as they carry out 
their projects - teamwork, 
resilience, independence, 
creativity, etc - in addition to 
learning new things, are precisely 
what employers and universities 
tell us they want from our 
students as they move on into 
work and further study.

Man who saved 
woman’s life in 
line for award 


A COURAGEOUS dad who 
saved a woman from a burn¬ 
ing car is in the running for 
another prestigious award. 

Alan Chapman, 45, had his 
bravery recognised by 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service (CFRS) when 
he was awarded the 
Certificate of Commendation 
in November. 

But now father-of-three Mr 
Chapman has been shortlist¬ 
ed for a Spirit of Fire Award 
after being nominated by 
CFRS. 

He is in the running to win 
the Adult Hero award. 

Mr Chapman was driving 
along Branch Bank in 
Prickwillow on the afternoon 
of May 25 last year when he 
came across the scene of a 
horrendous accident involv¬ 
ing a motorcycle and a car. 

Tragically, the motorcyclist, 
Christie-Joe Couzens, 22, of 
Parsons Lane, Littleport, was 
pronounced dead at the

scene. 

When Mr Chapman, of The 
Barns, Littleport, arrived at 
the collision, the female pas¬ 
senger of the car involved, a 
white Volkswagen estate, was 
screaming for help. 

The vehicle’s driver, a 
woman, was still trapped 
inside the vehicle, which had 
flipped upside down onto its 
roof, and had caught fire. 

Within seconds, Mr 
Chapman clambered in 
through one of the windows, 
unfastened the driver’s seat- 
belt and got her out of the car. 

The woman was flown to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by 
land ambulance and sur¬ 
vived her injuries. 

Speaking to the News, Mr 
Chapman said: “People keep 
telling me I’m a hero but I 
don’t really see it like that. I 


just went into action mode 
and did what needed to be 
done on the day. 

“I just rushed over to the car, 
which was on its roof, and 
managed to climb in through 
the window. 

“I unfastened her seatbelt 
and managed to lift her out 
through the window. 

“I don’t know where I found 
the strength to do it all but it 
just came from nowhere. The 
inside of the car was so hot I 
could barely breathe. 

“The heat was so intense it 
even faded half of one of my 
tattoos on my arm. 

“It’s not every day that 
something like that happens 
but I just knew that I had to do 
something.” 

Station Commander Martin 
Ockenden described Mr 
Chapman as “an inspiration 
to the people of Cambridge¬ 
shire and the fire service”. 

The Spirit of Fire Awards are 
being held in London in May.

Appeal for reflectors to 
protect otters from cars 


A YOUNG otter has been found 
dead on the side of a road - spark¬ 
ing fresh calls for the route to be 
made safer for wildlife. 

Conservationists have been call¬ 
ing for Queen Adelaide Way - the 
road between Queen Adelaide and 
Station Road, Ely - to be more otter- 
friendly for years. 

The road is a particularly trouble¬ 
some spot for otters as they cross it 
from the settling ponds to the River 
Great Ouse. 

The young otter was found by a

member of the Ely Wildspace group 
last week and is just one of around 
a dozen to be killed on the road 
recently. 

Cliff Carson, a local conserva¬ 
tionist and otter expert, says spe¬ 
cial warning reflectors can be fit¬ 
ted on roads which reflect the 
lights of vehicles towards the water 
to prevent animals, such as otters, 
from crossing when traffic is 


approaching. 

He has been calling for 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
Highways to invest in the reflectors 
in Queen Adelaide Way for some 
time. Mr Carson said: “It’s tragic 
that another otter has been killed 
in Queen Adelaide Way. 

“The road is one of the most well- 
known blackspots for otter deaths 
in this area and something needs 
to be done. 

“I believe the reflectors would 
really help as they are used suc¬ 


cessfully elsewhere with deer. 

“Obviously it would help if drivers 
slowed down but the reflectors 
would put otters off from coming 
onto the road in the first place.” 

A county council spokesman said 
warning signs alerting motorists to 
wildlife crossing were in place in 
Queen Adelaide Way. 

He added: “We are working with 
the Environment Agency, Wildlife 
Trust and other parties to consider 
what further measures could be 
taken.”

an unforeseen anomaly that the 'non-advised' market 
can result in consumers paying a higher price than 
they would have paid had they taken advice and 
worse outcome. 

Although the Brokers offering this limited range of 
service may be able to provide facts and figures this 
should not be regarded as advice or a personalised 
recommendation. Ultimately the person retiring will be 
responsible for making the decisions with a potential 
impact upon the future level of income for the rest of 
their life.

Woman spat at security guard 


A POLISH woman who declared she 
“hated the English” and repeatedly spat 
at a security guard while in A&E has 
been fined. 

Malgorzata Bonawenturczyk, 42, of St 
Ovins Green in Ely, pleaded guilty in 
court to a racially aggravated common 
assault while being treated in the acci¬ 
dent and emergency department at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ Court heard 
that medical staff had called for security 
because of a female patient. 

Security guard John Cornell was 
assigned to this and saw an “intoxicated”

Bonawenturczyk being assessed for a 
bad cut to her lip. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, said: 
“Around about 6.30, the female made a 
number of demands to be seen by a doc¬ 
tor. She repeatedly said “I want to be 
seen now”. 

Mr Cornell explained he could not get a 
doctor because the department was 
busy. She then told the security guard to 
speak Polish and he explained that he 
could not. 


Ms Matthews added: “Her voice raised 
and he said she came towards him 
shouting “I hate the English, I hate you, I 
hate the English”. 

“He said the female spat at him and the 
spit landed on his face. As he was wiping 
his face, she spat two more times, hitting 
him on the arm and shoulder.” 

In a victim impact statement, Mr 
Cornell said: “It [spitting] is the worst 
thing you can do to another human 
being.” 

But Jim Dignan, mitigating, said that 
there had been “friction” between 
Bonawenturczyk and the security guard. 


He said: “She does recall this particular 
security officer Mr Cornell was some¬ 
what awkward with her in that she had 
been allowed to go to the toilet a couple 
of times while she was waiting for treat¬ 
ment and he refused to let her go a third 
time. In her limited English when she 
asked him why, his response was 
‘because I can’. She wishes to emphasise 
that she does not hate the English.” 

Bonawenturczyk, who used an inter¬ 
preter in court, was fined £200. 

She was also ordered to pay court costs 
of £160, £50 of compensation to Mr 
Cornell and a victim surcharge of £20.

Traffic islands are 
‘not lit up enough’

DRIVERS are crashing into new 
traffic islands installed near a 
school - because, it is claimed, 
they are not lit up enough. 

Residents have also criticised 
the new traffic calming measures 
near The Shade Primary School in 
Soham as “over-engineered”. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council Highways says the 
scheme in The Shade is not yet 
finished and local people are 
A being urged to be patient. 

But motorists say illuminating 
the traffic islands - particularly at 
night - needs to be treated as a 
^ “priority”. 

Andrew Latchem, of nearby 
I Kingfisher Drive, said: “The new 
traffic islands in The Shade are 
dangerous. 

“I nearly crashed into one the 
other week and have since heard 
many drivers actually have 
crashed into them. 

“This is happening because they 
are not lit up enough. After dark 
you actually can’t see them until 
your car is right up against them. 

“The council needs to somehow 


light them up as soon as possible 
before they cause a serious accident.” 

Speaking on a local community 
website, another Soham resident said 
the traffic islands were causing traf¬ 
fic to queue in The Shade at peak 
times. 

They said: “The mini-islands 
designed to give priority to on-com¬ 
ing traffic are already causing traffic 
to queue at peak times. 


“I was returning from Ely last week 
at peak time to be greeted by traffic 
queuing trying to get into Soham, 
and vehicles were queuing behind 
me backing onto The Shade rounda¬ 
bout. 

“It might be helpful to have a blue 
circle sign with a white arrow to indi¬ 
cate which side to pass, as the three 
narrow bollards with a reflector on 
the top of each are not hugely visible. 


“It’s somewhat over-engineered as 
it would have been enough to just 
have the speed bumps. This wouldn’t 
have completely stopped the traffic 
flow which potentially will cause 
problems on the Shade roundabout 
and for traffic trying to leave Soham. 

“Surely the bumps and raised zebra 
crossing are sufficient to slow the 
traffic down?” 

A county council spokesman said: 
“We are aware that there have been 
several collisions at the new traffic 
islands in The Shade, Soham. 

“We would urge local residents to 
be patient as the traffic calming 
scheme, which was designed follow¬ 
ing a public consultation, is not yet 
finished. 

“More street lights are among the 
other traffic calming measures 
which will be installed soon.”

JANUARY offers the chance 
for people to make a fresh 
start - New Year’s 
resolutions for a happier and 
healthier future. 

It is a time to get up and go 
to the gym, to cut down on 
the calories and to kick your 
less-than-attractive habits. 

As a result, it’s a busy month 
for national and local health 
workers as they try to help 
members of the public make 
the most of their enthusiasm 
through various innovative 
and potentially life-changing 
campaigns. 

I visited some of the 
individuals responsible for 
projects at Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s Shire Hall 
HQ, armed with a 500ml 
bottle of Coca-Cola I could 
do without. 

After explaining to Ailsa 
Lyons, health improvement 
specialist for the authority, 
that I was keen to ditch my 
habit of drinking one bottle a 
day, she pointed me in the 
direction of ‘Smart Swaps’ - a 
national campaign set up by 
Public Health England’s 
Change4Life initiative. 

She said: “The purpose is to 
get members of the public to 
sign up and make a relatively 
small change which could 
make a significant 
improvement to their diet. 

“This could be swapping a 
sugary fizzy drink for a 
sugar-free alternative like 
water or milk, or reducing the 
amount of fat in your milk. 

“Once you sign up you will 
receive free money-off 
vouchers and recipe ideas.” 

Like all of the campaigns I

heard about, Smart Swaps is 
designed for participants to 
sign up in January but with 
the hope they will see 
benefits and want to 
continue through 2014. 

For example, if I manage to 
ditch my daily guilty pleasure 
for the entire year, I will 
avoid almost 20 1kg bags of 
sugar - a frightening amount 
when plonked down in front 
of you! 

Lesley McFarlane is a 
weight management 
practitioner with Cambridge 
Community Services NHS 
Trust, which is one of many 
organisations working with 
the council on the 
campaigns. 

She told me: “Apart from 
the obvious financial gain, 
there will be big benefits for 
your health by cutting this 
sugar out of your diet. 

“Your weight and Body 
Mass Index (BMI) will 
reduce, which will leave you 
less vulnerable to 
cardiovascular disease and 
diabetes type 2. 

“Your oral health will also 
improve, and it helps 
improve blood pressure and 
breathlessness symptoms.” 

The drive to reduce obesity 
in Cambridgeshire is also the 
aim of the Community 
Health and Improvement 
Programme (CHIP), 
spearheaded by Marie Clare 
Smiley. 

The free programme of 
eight fortnightly sessions 
helps adults lose weight, with 


the emphasis on reading food 
labels, portion sizes and 
changing habits, while sister 
programme Energize is 
targeted at children aged 7 to 
11 who are above their 
healthy weight range. 

Marie Clare said: “These are 
fun and interactive sessions 
with a family focus, and are 
absolutely free.” 

A project that has attracted 
nationwide media coverage 
this month is Dry January, 
which is being rolled out 
nationally by Alcohol 
Concern and locally by 
Cambridgeshire Drug and 
Alcohol Action Team. 

Joseph Keegan, leading the 
county’s efforts, said: “Last 
year, 4,500 individuals signed 
up nationally to give up 
alcohol for the month - so far 
in 2014 almost 20,000 are 
taking part. 

“The message is to take the 
chance to lose weight, feel 
better, save money and make 
a difference. People can also 
raise money for Alcohol 
Concern, helping those in 
need.” 

Finally, the council is also 
working hard to promote the 
new Smokefree Health 
Harms campaign, 
highlighting the poisons that 
cigarettes create in the blood.

Doorman punched 
in racist assault 


A BRICKLAYER has been 
handed a community order 
after hurling racist abuse and 
punching a Cambridge night¬ 
club doorman in a “drunken 
anger”. 

Richard Lesurf, of High 
Barns in Ely, pleaded guilty to 
racially assaulting Sam Nti, 
the doorman of Cambridge 
nightclub Ballare, and punch¬ 
ing him in the face after being 
turned away from the club. 

The 21-year-old also pleaded 
guilty to possession of cocaine 
after a small amount was 
found when he was searched 
by police. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court heard that Lesurf had 
been in town on a work party 
and had tried to enter Ballare 
nightclub. 

Delia Matthews, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “Sam Nti was on 
duty at the main entrance at 
the top of the stairs.

“At about 11.30pm he saw a 
man approaching who was 
obviously drunk. 

“He said they had a safe 
drinking policy and he 
couldn’t come in. The defend¬ 
ant did not accept it and 
rushed towards him and 
grabbed his coat. 

“He pushed him back and 
the coat ripped. The man 
swung a punch and it landed 
on Mr Nti’s left cheek.” 

Police were called to the 
nightclub and Lesurf was 
searched - 0.7g of cocaine was 
found. 

Lesurf first claimed this had 
been planted on him by 
police. Nicole Yates, mitigating, 
said Lesurf wanted to go into 
Ballare to find his friends, after 
he was separated from them. 

She said: “It seems Mr Lesurf 
had a little bit too much to 


drink that night. He said he 
had been out on a work do. 
Whilst in Vodka Revolution he 
had got separated from his 
friends and assumed they had 
gone onto Ballare while he 
was in the toilet. 

“The staff at that location 
said he was too drunk to be let 
in. He asked if he could go in 
to find his friends and then he 
would leave.” 

Ms Yates said Lesurf was 
“finding it difficult to accept” 
the racial element. She added; 
“He did not punch the man 
because he was black. It was 
in a drunken anger that words 
were said.” 

Magistrate Julie Ferguson 
imposed a community order 
of 150 hours of unpaid work 
on Lesurf. He was also ordered 
to pay a £200 fine for posses¬ 
sion of cocaine, court costs of 
£160 and a £60 victim sur¬ 
charge.

CHOOSING a wedding gift for 
a friend or relative can often 
be a dilemma, but new 
research highlights how this 
is changing amid a trend of 
couples asking for money not 
presents.

It might not be prime wed¬

for couples to say ‘I do’. 

In fact, not long ago, I 
attended the wedding of two 
friends. It was a perfect, if 
chilly, day and it was much 
enjoyed by all - not much out 
of the ordinary there. But one 
aspect of the wedding was, for 
me, a bit more unusual - the 
bride and groom requested 
cash contributions from their 
guests, instead of having the 
standard list of presents. 

After a bit of investigation 
though, I soon discovered 
that my friends were not alone 
in their decision, with recent 
research showing the tradi¬ 
tional wedding gift list is gen¬ 
erally slipping into decline in

ed money towards the cost of 
something. 

Almost one quarter (23%) 
used that cash towards the 
cost of the wedding itself, or 
the honeymoon, and one in 14 
wanted to put the money 
towards buying a house or 
make a donation to charity. 

The findings reflect how 
people are increasingly mar¬ 
rying later. According to offi¬ 
cial figures, in 2011 the aver¬ 
age man in England and 
Wales was 36 when he got 
married and a woman was 33, 
which is eight years older 
than the typical age for get¬ 
ting married in 1971. As such, 
many couples already live 
together and have accumu¬ 
lated the must-have house¬ 
hold items which would tradi¬ 
tionally have been given to 
them when they started mar¬ 


ried life together. 

The trend towards ‘cash’ 
gifts is not only to benefit the 
newlyweds though - 63% of 
people surveyed, who’d 
recently attended a wedding, 
said they were happy with the 
practice, and only 26% felt 
uncomfortable about it. 

In my own opinion, I was 
very happy to give my friends 
money I know they’ll put 
towards something they 
want, rather than me giving 
them a toaster they already 
have two of, which will then 
sit gathering dust at the back 
of a cupboard. 

In this case, my friends are 
using the money they receive 
towards their honeymoon 
fund, and their modern take 
on a wedding list consisted of 
a cost breakdown of certain 
items on their holiday itiner¬ 
ary. Those guests who wished 
to contribute money were 
invited to contribute to one of 
these items, thus giving them 
their dream trip. 

The bride and groom plan to 
help guests see what their 
money’s bought by sending 
out thank you notes with a 
picture of them enjoying the 


relevant activity - so, far from 
just handing over cold hard 
cash, you are essentially 
handing them the chance to 
build precious memories. 

David, the groom, says: 
“Like many couples these 
days, my wife and I lived 
together before we got mar¬ 
ried and so already had many 
of the things that would have 
traditionally featured on a 
wedding list. 

“So rather than compile a 
long list of dinner services, 
cutlery canteens and wine 
glasses, we invited our wed¬ 
ding guests to contribute to 
make our honeymoon in 
Norway - which can be a pret¬ 
ty expensive country - an 
extra special trip. 

“We created a list of things 
we wanted to do on honey¬ 
moon such as husky sledding, 
cocktails in a swanky bar and 
visits to museum and galler¬ 
ies and invited our guests to 
contribute towards them. We 
tried to create a list that cov¬ 
ered a range of prices and 
split some of the more expen¬ 
sive items into smaller contri¬ 
butions so people could be as 
generous as they liked.”

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Rob Huff is the schoolboy who dreamed of 
being a racing driver when he grew up - then 
made that dream come true. Alice Ryan meets 
him to talk about the highs and lows of life on 
the racetrack 



ACING driver Rob Huff 
is the first to admit he’s 
A Va lucky man. “The fact 
someone pays me to do the 
thing I love most in the world - 
to drive - still seems incredible 
when I stop and think about 
it,” he grins. 

“To make a living from 
something you absolutely 
adore... Genuinely, what 
could be better than that?” 

Motorsport - both Rob’s 
profession and his lifelong 
passion - is, he concedes, 
a fickle mistress. But, at the 
moment at least, she’s being 
kind. 

“There are massive highs - 
like winning the World Touring 
Car Championship, which was 
my ultimate dream come true 
- but there are also huge lows,” 
explains Rob. 

“2012 was an amazing year: 

I won the championship, 
got married... and then 
Chevrolet, who I’d been 
driving with for eight years, 
announced they were pulling 
out, stopping altogether. 


“I went on honeymoon with 
no job, no plans, no sponsor; 
with nothing at all. That’s 
where motorsport can be 
heartbreaking.” 

Having just signed a two- 
year contract with Lada Sport 
- two-year contracts being rare 
and wonderful things in the 
world of motor racing; usually 
deals are renegotiated every 
12 months - it’s safe to say Rob 
has bounced back. 

“Yeah, it’s all looking good. 
My wife Jas is out looking at 
holiday brochures right now: 

I was such a miserable sod on 
our honeymoon, she thinks 
she deserves another one! Not 
that I blame her, mind you ...” 

There has been something 
of the fairytale about Rob’s 
story from the outset: just 
how does a perfecdy ordinary 
Cambridge schoolboy grow up 
to become one of the world’s 
most garlanded touring car 
drivers? “Ah, well, that’s a long 
story,” says Rob. “Do you want 
another coffee?” 

Sitting in a Newmarket 


cafe - just up the road from 
the home he now shares with 
Jas in Red Lodge - Rob tells the 
tale from the beginning, when 
he was just a ‘wee lad’... 

“I was attracted to anything 
with wheels or an engine,” 
remembers the 34-year- 
old. “From as early as I can 
remember, I wanted remote 
control cars for Christmas and 
birthdays. And the racing side 
of it came from my dad, who’s 
a huge motorsport fan.” 

When Rob turned 14, his 
parents bought him an early 
driver’s lesson: “I went to 
Brands Hatch and got to drive 


a grey Ford Escort XR3i -1 still 
remember that car! - and I 
thought it was the best day of 
my life. 

“Concentration didn’t come 
so easily in the classroom, yet 
in a car I was totally focused.” 

But it was Rob’s flare in a 
go-kart that first made him 
stand out on the race track. 
Taking a one-day course aged 
10 - another present from his 
parents - Rob was identified as 
having natural talent: “The guy 
who was leading the course 
took my dad to one side and 
said ‘Your boy might have 
something’...” 

By the age of 16, Rob had 


his own kart and was racing 
whenever and wherever he 
could, even doing endurance 
challenges. His talent was 
spotted by a karting team, who 
paid him to drive for them. 

“My birthday is on 
Christmas Day, not the best 
time of year for a birthday 
really, but it did mean that I 
got some amazing two-in-one 
presents growing up,” says 
Rob, picking up the story. 

“For my 18th it was a week- 
long intensive driving course 
at Silverstone, where we 
learned about all the different 
disciplines and things like 
racing lines, how to brake...” 

The course culminated 
in two races between all the 
‘racing virgins’: one was in 
a single seater, the other in 
a saloon car - and Rob won 
them both. 

“You can teach someone to 
drive fast, but you can’t teach 
them to race: that’s instinctive, 
you’ve either got it or you 
haven’t. You have to be able 
to make instant decisions 
without even being conscious 
that you’re making a decision, 
if that makes sense? It’s a sixth 
sense, if you like.” 

It was clear Rob had 
enormous potential. “I always 
dreamed of being a racing 
driver, but that’s what it was 
- a dream. I come from a 
very down-to-earth family; I 
don’t think it crossed any of 


our minds at that point that 
I could make a career out of 
driving.” 

Rob was nevertheless 
keen to pursue the sport. But 
without a clear pathway laid 
out, it was hard to know how 
to take it to the next level. 

“It’s not like football or 
tennis, where you can go out 
and get yourself the best kit 
for a hundred quid, then put 
yourself in the right place to 
get spotted.” 

This is where the fairytale 
element kicks in. The course 
Rob excelled on was run by Jim 
Russell Racing School, which 
leads driving courses across 
the globe. At the end of the 
season, all the course leaders 
were asked to nominate 
their three best pupils - and 
invite them to compete in 
a knockout challenge at 
Silverstone, with the top prize 
being a fully-funded season in 
the Formula Vauxhall Junior 
Championship. 

You can guess what 
happened next. “That was 
the next ‘best day of my life’,” 
remembers Rob. “It was a bit 
like The X Factor - they kept 
us waiting for what felt like an 
eternity before telling us who’d 
won.” 

Rob’s debut season, in 
2000, was a triumph: “It 
was fantastic: I won the 
championship. But then it was 
a case of‘Where next?’... 
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“That’s where my mum and 
dad’s kitchen table came into 
things: whenever we need to 
come up with a plan, we get 
round that table.” 

The plan was a big one: to 
put Rob into the single-seater 
Audi Winter Series, as it was 
known then. “It was a big deal 
because it cost a lot of money 
- £12,000,1 think it was. My 
mum paid for me to do it. She 
said it was an investment; as it 
turns out, it was a pretty good 
one.” 

Going from the Vauxhall 
(‘which was basically like a 
canoe on wheels’) to the Audi 
(‘400 horse power, so properly 
quick’), Rob wasn’t expecting 
to excel - it was, by any 
standards, a big leap. Yet he 
finished the series in third. 

“Literally 99 per cent of little 
boys who want to grow up to 
be racing drivers want to go 
into Formula One, but for me 
it was always about touring 
cars.” 

Rob and his family decided 
to take a gamble, entering 
him in the Formula Renault 
series - which came with a 
£150,000 price tag. Thanks 
to sponsorship from local 
companies and the generosity 
of family and friends, the Huffs 
raised half the money: “We 
went into the season knowing 
we didn’t have the full be 
.. so the money ran out: 
back to the kitchen table 

But then Rob had anot 
stroke of luck: his sister 
spotted an ad inviting be 
drivers to apply for anotl 
scholarship, this time wil 
season in a Renault Clio i 
grabs. 

“The first time I raced 
the Renault I knew it was 
going to be good for me. 
won a championship in < 
single seater; I was fast. I 
I always felt I was pushin 
the boundaries a bit. Wit 
the Clio, I just felt an inst 
connection.” 

Winning the scholarsh 
Rob went up against seas 
pros in the Clio: “Here I v 
years old and new to the 
racing against people wh 
been doing it for 10,15 yi 
..” He ended the season i 
third - but yet again, witl 
scholarship at an end, wi 
financial backing.

Rob was advised to take ] 
in the inaugural Seat Cu{ 

Cup: being new and shin 
it was televised (presente 
by Jason Plato and Nell 
McAndrew, no less) and 
would undoubtedly 
raise his profile. 

Again drumming up 
sponsorship from 


local businesses, including 
Marshalls, Rob managed to 
pull together the funds. 

“I knew if I didn’t win, that 
was it; I knew it was make 
or break. Every morning, 
throughout 2003,1 woke up 
and told myself‘I’m going to 
do this. I’m going to win’.” And 
win he did. 

The win was his ticket 
to the British Touring Car 
Championship - just one rung 
down the ladder from his 
ultimate goal, World Touring 
Cars. And when the Chevrolet 
team, headed by Ray Mallock, 
took on World Touring Cars 
the following season, Rob went 
with them. 

“That was the start of 
eight fantastic years for me. 

I travelled all over the world, 
went to some amazing places, 
and my career became real, if 
you know what I mean? 

“I finished my first season 
in 27th, went up to 16th, then 
11th, then 9th. And then, 
in 2011, Host out on the 
championship by three points: 
430 to 433. Shaking the other 
guy’s hand was one of the 
hardest things I’ve ever had 
to do. 

“But the following year there 
was no more Mr Nice Guy; 

I just wanted to get the job 
done.” 


races outright. It’s my favourite 
track.” 

The celebrations continued 
with Rob’s wedding to Jas. 

The couple grew up less than 
a mile apart, in the village of 
Stapleford, but didn’t meet 
until seven years ago, while on 
a night out at Newmarket club 
De Niro’s. 

“Honestly, what with 
the championship and the 
wedding, 2012 was the perfect 
year - until the bombshell 
dropped about Chevrolet. I 
spent most of our honeymoon 
in Mauritius checking my 
emails and making calls, and 
then, four days from the end, 

I got a call from Munnich 
Motorsport.” And so Rob 
found himself back in the 
Seat Leon for a season, before 
signing his new two-year deal 
with Lada Sport. 

Along with his parents, sister 
and friends, Rob says Jas has 
been a huge source of support. 
But Mrs Huff admits there 
are times when she worries: 
“The first race I ever watched 
was in Mexico. We’d only been 
together a few months. Rob 
had a really bad accident and 
had to be air-lifted away... 

It wasn’t the best start! But 
he’s so calm and confident, it 
reassures me.”

Poirot 

is alive! 


THE really crucial thing is: who would win in a 
battle between Poirot and Sherlock? 

It's obviously the question you're all desperate 
to know the answer to, so I couldn't help but 
ask BAFTA-nominated Robert Powell, the man 
playing the inquiring, moustachioed Hercule 
Poirot in Black Coffee at the Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week. 

The play, Agatha Christie's one and only 
revolving around Poirot, is finally returning after 
a 30-year hiatus and features: the Belgian super¬ 
sleuth, a rambling country estate, an eccentric 
murder victim (an inventor by the name of Sir 
Claude Amory), and intellectual property theft. 

Exciting news, no? But seriously, who would 
win: the cap or the tache? Sherlock the 
'high functioning sociopath', or the probing, 
painstaking Poirot? 

"They're completely different," says Powell 
diplomatically. "With Holmes it is almost entirely 
done by deduction, Poirot is much more of a 
psychoanalyst. He is much better with people and 
this is how he gets results. He understands people 
very, very well and he likes them so he can get to 
the truth by knowing which questions to ask. 

"It's not so much the observation of 
somebody's occupation by detecting ink marks 
on their shirt cuffs; that's not really Poirot." 

Best known for playing Jesus in Franco 
Zefferelli's Jesus of Nazareth, Powell has just 
completed a stint in Singin' in the Rain at the 
Palace Theatre ("It was huge fun") and, as we 
speak, is in a taxi, breaking off occasionally to 
politely shout directions at the driver ("LEFT! 
There's a level crossing!"). 

His current role as the powerfully inquisitive 
murder-mystery solver comes in the wake of the 
television series, which ended David Suchet's 
reign as Poirot in November after a hefty 25 
years. 

Suchet first took charge of the irascible 
detective in 1989, going on to film every book 


Christie ever wrote about him, and, as the final 
episode drew near, told the BBC: "It's grieving. 

I'm saying goodbye to a character I've been and 
have got to know over 25 years. . . it's goodbye 
to a best friend," adding: "But everything has its 
time and this is the right time, there are no more 
Agatha Christie films to make. So that's it." 

While there might not be any TV films left to 
make, it turns out the Agatha Christie Trust had 
sneakily held back the one play Christie wrote 
with Poirot as the protagonist, Black Coffee. 

"They'd held it back for 30 years, purely and 
simply because they didn't want to do it while the 
television [show] was on," Powell explains. "It 
would not be in competition, so to speak, but it 
would be distracting.” 

Once it had been announced that David was 
stripping off the moustache and hanging up his 
notebook, the trust released the play to rights- 
holder Bill Kenwright, who swiftly approached 
Powell to take on the mantle. 

"After a little bit of thought. .." says Powell, 
pausing: “I didn't really know Christie at all - I'd 
read the play, a lot of fun - it seemed like a nice 
proposition. There was no theatre Poirot, so I 
thought, why not me?" 

With the character so recognisably Suchet 
though - the two are intermingled to a point 
where it's difficult to untangle one from the other 
- how will Powell's interpretation and incarnation 
of Poirot differ? 

"Oh it's completely different because it's me. 

It's a simple as that," he says firmly. "I have the 
same moustache, but all performances of Hamlet 
are different even though the actor is saying 
the same lines. It is different because the actor 
playing it is different from the one who played 
it before. Every actor, when playing a part, will 
bring to it who they are and what they do, and 
that's just how it works."

JACK RYAN: SHADOW RECRUIT 

certificate 12A, 1h45m 

DEDICATED to the memory 
of Tom Clancy who died in 
October, Jack Ryan: Shadow 
Recruit is an old-fashioned 
espionage thriller which 
revives the writer's most 
popular fictional character. 

Unlike its predecessors 
(The Hunt For Red October, 
Patriot Games, Clear 
And Present Danger or 
The Sum Of AH Fears), 

Kenneth Branagh's film is 
not adapted from a specific 
book in the series. Instead, 
scriptwriters Adam Cozad 
and David Koepp transplant 
the eponymous CIA 
operative into a modern-day 
terrorist scenario to lay the 
foundations for a new big- 
screen franchise. 

The film opens with footage 
of the September 11 attacks 
and then jumps forwards 
two years to the conflict in 
Afghanistan where enemy 
forces shoot down a US 
Marine Corps helicopter. On 
board is Second Lieutenant 
Jack Ryan (Chris Pine), who 
incurs massive damage to his 
spine. 

Thanks to encouragement 
from medical student Cathy 


Muller (Keira Knightley), 

Ryan learns to walk again 
and fatherly CIA agent 
William Harper (Kevin 
Costner) encourages him 
to return to university to 
complete his economics 
degree. 

A decade later Ryan is 
married to Cathy and firmly 
in the CIA fold, looking for 
irregularities in overseas 
finance transactions that 
could tip the wink to future 
terrorist activity. Recent 
findings suggest an imminent 
strike that could cripple the 
US economy but he has no 
way to verify his data from 
the confines of a desk. 


So Handler promotes Ryan 
to field agent and dispatches 
him to Moscow to follow 
up on his hunch. While in 
Russia he meets an enigmatic 
businessman called Viktor 
Cherevin (Kenneth Branagh), 
who seems to be at the 
centre of the diabolical plot. 

Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit 
is solid, undemanding 
popcorn entertainment 
that doesn't deviate from a 
well-worn path. It's solid, 
bombastic entertainment, 
punctuated by outrageous, 
briskly edited action 
sequences that owe a sizeable 
debt to The Bourne Identity 
and its influential sequels.

Keep watch out 

for garden birds 



THERE’S never really an excuse for not 
having a bird feeder standing in your 
garden. But with the RSPB’s Big Gar¬ 
den Birdwatch taking place on Saturday 
and Sunday, there is no better time to 
invest in a bird feeder, or two, to keep 
our feathered friends happy during the 
winter and beyond. 

There's a plethora of bird feeders on 
sale, but the RSPB advises keeping in 
mind some general rules when buying 
one. 

Hanging feeders should be simple 
designs so they are easy to clean. 

Feeders with cages around the 
feeding area or with squirrel guards 
are best to prevent squirrel prob¬ 
lems. Metal varieties tend to be more 
squirrel-resistant. 

Also, ensure there are no moving 
parts which could trap birds' feet, 
make sure the products can drain 
easily, and avoid using mesh bags to 
house fat balls, because birds' feet can 
also become trapped in those. 

Henry Corbett, Solus Garden & Lei¬ 
sure's head of gardening brands, says: 
"One of the most important considera¬ 


tions should be that the bird feeder is 
suitable for the type of food it's going 
to hold. 

"For example, seed mixes need a spe¬ 
cialist seed feeder. Most suppliers will 
sell specific feed designed for individual 
species such as blackbirds, robins and 
blue tits, so ensure you have the right 
feeder for the feed you intend to use. 

"Robins and blackbirds are ground 
feeding birds and require surface feed¬ 
ers. Other birds, such as blue tits, cling 
on hanging feeders. 

He also advises gardeners to hang 
feeders away from trees and walls to 
avoid giving cats easy access to birds, 
preferably on metal poles that the cat 
can't climb up or jump on to. 

"Finally, don't forget feeding is a 
year-round requirement. If you start 
feeding the birds in your garden, don't 
stop - birds become reliant on your 
help.” 

Here're just a few of the best feeders 
on the market: 

■ Feed your garden visitors with a 
quirky ceramic bird feeder from Sut- 
tons which features a mixed floral de-

sign and comes complete with hanging 
chain. (£10.99, www.suttons.co.uk, or 
call 0844 922 0606) 

■ Protect your bird feed from pests 
while bringing classic style into the gar¬ 
den, with a ChapelWood antique bird 
feeder. Made from hardwearing steel, 
each high capacity feeder features an 
integral tube, surrounded by an ornate 
anti-squirrel cage. 

Embellished with floral details and a 
pre-weathered finish, the feeders are 
available in either dark verdigris or light 
cream. Each design can be bought as 
a peanut and sunflower feeder or a 


seed feeder. (£29.99, for stockists visit 
www.chapelwoodwildlife.co.uk) 

■ If you want a feeder which fits into a 
rural setting, check out another design 
from Suttons. 

It's a hanging willow feeder complete 
with roof to keep the contents dry. It 
features six separate compartments, 
each containing carefully selected 
seeds to attract a variety of birds. 
(£20.99) 

■ Children will love this ChapelWood 
Robin Fun Feeder, pictured above, 
(£7.99). It's ideal for use with sun¬ 
flower hearts, black sunflowers and 
peanuts. Made from painted metal 
mesh it is designed to attract a wild 
variety of birds to the garden. 

■ Pretty, practical and fun, the terra¬ 
cotta acorn bird feeder from the RSPB 
is frost-resistant with three feeding 
holes. Hang it from a tree or feeding 
station and fill it with mealworms or 
seeds to attract the birds. (£13.50, 
www.rspb.org.uk) 

■ Want to keep squirrels at bay but 
keep the birds coming? Take a look at 
the Guardian large seed feeder pack 


from CJ Wildlife (£37.95, www.bird- 
food.co.uk, or Freephone 0800 731 
2820) which features a central feeder 
with six portals on which birds can 
perch, surrounded by a sturdy cage to 
keep squirrels out. 

■ For smaller birds, consider the 
RSPB-recommended Helix Seed 
Feeder (£34.99, www.rspb.org.uk), 
an attractive feeder housed within a 
sturdy stainless steel frame, offering 
safe feeding for smaller birds with high 
squirrel resistance. 

■ An elegant arched station rather 
like an obelisk, which has bird feeders 
hanging from it, is available from Har- 
rod Horticultural. 

Available in galvanised and matt 
black powder coated steel framework, 
it comes with a 10 year guarantee. Up 
to three feeders can be hung on the 
squirrel-proof fixing hooks which stop 
feeders being unhooked and thrown to 
the ground. (£59, www.harrodhorti- 
cultural.com, call 0845 402 5300)

Goodjohn hoping for 
a shot at British joy 


TYLER Goodjohn is confident he can put 
himself in the frame for a tilt at the British 
light-welterweight title. 

Having defeated Danny Connor on points in 
an eliminator for the English belt last month, 
the Wentworth puncher has taken a big step 
forward in his efforts to break into the big 
time. 

Goodjohn (right), 22, who could be back in 
the ring again as soon as March, said the 
victory meant he could put his personal battle 
with Connor to bed - the boxers had each won 
one of their previous encounters - and 
concentrate on the future.

“I’m mandatory for the English title now and 
if I win that, the British champion (Darren 
Hamilton) has only got to defend his title once 
more and he’ll have won it outright and will 
vacate that. 

“Winning the English title could mean a shot 
straight at the British, so this year is going to 
be a massive year for me. 

“Although I’ve only had 12 fights and I’m 
going to be meeting people who have had 30,1 
feel ready for it now and picking up 
experience of 10 and 12-rounders is only going 
to help me.” 

Goodjohn praised trainer Peter Sims for his 
resurgence over the last 18 months. 

He said: “I’ve come on so much and Peter has 
been unbelievable. 

“You meet people in your life where you just 
gel instantly and all the fights I’ve had with 
him have gone tactically to the round. 

“You trust in what they say and it fills you full 
of confidence when you get in the ring.”
